people than the apple, not only as a 
luxury, but as a wholesome, nutritious 
food. 
Apples contaiu au^ar, EtQQ), 


malic acid, and some valuable mineral 
mutter. 
It is true that apples often 


produce indigestion and flatulence, but 
generally the cause is to be found in the 
manner in which they are eaten. 
It 


iiiiv uot be kacwn, but it is true, that 
an apple contains a great quantity of 
fixed air, and if eaten hastil; this air 
passes into the stomach with the pulp 
before it ia liberated. In the stomach 
it becomes heated, expands and causes 
flatulence in persons with weak diges- 
tion. 
Such persons should choose 


fresh, mild, tart apple; with a silver 
bladed knife pee), off the skin, and then 
scrap*the apple to a tine pulp; now 
place in the mouth aud thoroughly mix 
it with saliva before swallowing it. Thia 
is very important. 
It may be placed on 


a thin slice of bread and eaten with it. 
If it is too troublesome to scrape the 
apple, then it should be chewed till 
every cell is broken down and the air 
liberated. 
Mauy believe apples are 


more wholesome if taken in the morns 
ing. 
If this be true, it is only because 


then the stomach is more vigorous. 
Thousands of the Swiss peasants make 
their entire supper on apples and bread, 
and thus preserve good health and 
nourish their bodies well. Physiolog- 
ically, the apple acts as a stomachic by 
promoting digestion, and whoa taken in 
the moraine it becomes a laxative.

When the case came to trial, 
Sir. David Dudley Field appeared as 
tbe attorney for Tweed. Among the 
witnesses called was Mr. Sitnuol J. 
Tilden, now the Democratic candidate 
for the Presidency. On his cross ex- 
amination, Mr. Field showed that Til- 
den had been the personal and political 
friend nf the "Boss" thief. The New
